First word of the killing of the two 
Americans, which brought the total of 
American citizens murdered in the 
Tampico district since April, 1917, up 
to ineteen, reaciéd Washington 
through private sources. 

The department's information, which 
came from the American consul at 
Tampico, said the bodies of Roney and 
Bowles, who were employed by the In- 
ternational Petroleum company, were 


discovered yesterday. 


Lansing’s Official Report. 

| The killing of Roney and Bowles was 
announced. by the department in the 
following statement: | 

“A Tampico dispatch to the depart- 
ment of state announced today that F. 
J. Roney and Earl Bowles, Americans, 
were murdered near Port Lobos, an oil 
loading station between Tampico and 
Tuxpam, Mexico, and that their bodies 
were discovered Jan. 5. The men were 
employés of the International Petro- 
leum company. It is reported that the 
men were suspected to have in their 
possession pay funds of the company.

DESTROYING OUR DEFENSE. 
Representative Mondell, Republican leader in the 
house, says there will be no action on the army” 
and navy pay bills. Both services have been losing 
their younger officers at a demoralizing rate for 
months, for the simple reason that the pay is in- 
adequate for decent living under conditions im- 
posed upon army and navy officers and for the 
added reason that the attitude of congress toward 
defense offers little aaa ‘for ambitious

Editorial of the Day 


FOR A HUMANIZED ARMY. 

[From the American Legion Weekly.] 
The American Legion has been asked by congress 
for detailed advice in the matter of providing a proper 
military policy for the United States. Having heard 
what the legion had to s:y at Minneapolis in advo- 
cating universal military training, congress now seeks 
further advice as to the details of a proposed military 
program. The American Legion's military committee 
has appeared in Washington for a preliminary meet- 
ing and will give all the help possible to the end that a 
sound and sane policy may ultimately be put in effect. 
While congress is in this receptive mood there is 
this one fundamental that should be taken to heart 
by every member of congress as an anchor in rumi- 
nating upon our official armies: Whether our armies 
are large or small, for peace-time training or war- 
time use, they must be humanized. We doubt if there 
was a man who was in service who does not recognize 
this fundamental fact. We doubt if there are many 
in authority who do not realize this fully. 
Perhaps there are some few professional officers 
who do not see it. They are the few, we suspect, 
mainly responsible for a widespread sentiment against 
thé regular army. Their plea is that humanizing the 
army will abolish discipline. Discipline is their God. 
They are unwilling to substitute it for true leader- 
ship. They are unwilling or unable to realize that the 
American temperament is not going to adjust itself to 
an autocratic point of view, and that accordingly the 
army will have to adjust itself to a more democratic 
point of view. 
. We believe that a number of the national lawmakers 
are anxious to learn what the veterans of the great 
war mean by a democracy bath for the army. The 
men who served ought to be able to give concrete 
suggestions. They are animated by a desire not to 
destroy or hamper the army, but to make it bigger, 
broader and more efficient. They wish as a prelim- 
inary to our new military policy to terminate that 
sort of thought which permitted such orders in 
France, for instance, as the one forbidding American 
women workers‘in the army to be seen in conversation 
with mere enlisted men, yet permitting them to talk 
and walk with commissioned officers. 
This is a trivial matter, to be sure, and yet it takes 
only a few minor matters to make a major opinion. 
The order is quoted only because it is symptomatic of 
a point of view. No one will deny the desirability of 
drawing a line of authority, but there need not be any 
line of respectability between officers and enlisted 
men. To abolish a “ Me-un-Gott” spirit and caste 
does not mean to introduce lax discipline. There may 
be respect for authority without ee to create 
awe for mere persons. 
There must be no abatement of discipline, but dies. 
cipline may be held through the development of true 
leadership rather than through the maintenance of 
arbitrary un-American caste.

I 
find that all I need to make me per- 
fectly comfortable is the following simple 
remedy—a mixture of glycerin and lime 
water, one-third glycerin to two of 
lime water. I use it after my bath 
only two or three times a week, and it 
keeps my skin in perfect conditién.” 

I am glad to print your letter as an 
introduction to the subject of winter itch 
~—a disorder that must be widely preva- 
lent, since the letters about it pour in 
here every day. People from the south 
‘rarely write about it. It seems not to 
be prevalent on the Pacific coast. But 
in the upper part of this country, and 
especially New England, it troubles 
large numbers of people over 30 from 
the onset of cold weather until the temi- 
perature rises in the spring. 

There are two lines of attack on it 
where a winter in California, Florida, or 
Cuba is not possible. The first is by 
humidifying the air. When the tem- 
perature is near zero the air does not 
carry much moisturég,even when the 
humidity is 100. When this ver dry 


it is both very dry and very drying. 
To prevent winter itch raise the humid- 
ity of home and office to 40 or over. 


The second is by greasing the skin. 


| The skin should be greased after each 


bath and, in addition, once each night, 
if so much greasing is found necessary. 
To the formula we add several others 
taken from various sources. 

Kellogg recommends: 


Lanolin, two parts: boroglyceride. part; 
cold cream mace "with white. e, six 
parts. 


Pusey recommends: 

Powdered tragacanth. 60 grains: phenol, 
5 minims; glycerin, 5 minims; oil of berga- 
mot, 5 minims; olive oil, Pe ounces; dis- 
tilled water enough to make 1 pint. 


Sutton says he uses the Pusey for- 
mula, calling it “ Dew of Sahara.” .In 


eertain cases he uses some of the fol- 


lowing: Cold cream plus 1 per cent 
salicylic ; carbolized zinc oil, one-half of 
1 per cent; phenol, zine oxide, starch, 
calamine, each 20; glycerin, 10; water 
to make 180. 

Phenol or carbolic acid is a sedative 
to an irritable skin just as morphine is 
to the general nerves. But it cannot be 
used over large surfaces or over broken 
surfaces or for a long time, sinte ab- 
sorption of the drug may cause phenol 
poisoning.

ON OILING THE SKIN. 

J. M. EB. writes: “I notice that you 
recommend grease for itching skin. will 
you tell me what kind of grease is best 
and most agreeable to use? Is there any 
difference in effect on the skin of animal, 
vegetable, or mineral oil or grease? Do 
you recommend greasing the chest of a 
person who has a cold in the lungs?” 

REPLY. 

Goose grease is said to be the most easily 
absorbed. Lanolin also is easily absorbed. 
Vaseline is the least absorbable. Vegetable 
oils come in between. To protect against cold 
itch, the soldiers preferred whale oil. For 
protection against cold and as & preven- 
tive of winter itch probably the vegetable oils 
are best. Rapid absorbability is not an ad- 
vantage. If there is itching, a small per- 
centage, about one-half of 1 per cent, of men- 
thol or carbolic is an advantage. A little 
perfume such as oil of bergamot may be 
added, if desired. 


FOR DYE POISONING. 

Dye writes: “ I got poisoned working in 
a dyehouse where almost all colors are 
used in the early spring. The disorder 
at times disappears, and then it will 
break out on my legs, arms, and face, 
troubling my eyes. The itching is inde- 
scribable. What can I take for the 
blood? Also for a wash?” 

REPLY. 

No blood medicine will be of any service. 
The trouble is not with your blood. Your 
skin has become supersensitive to these chem- 
icals. You may be compelled to change your 
job. Wash with soda water. Apply the fol- 
lowing: Two parts lanoline, ofe part boro- 
slyceride, six parts cold cream made with 
white vaseline. 


THAT’S HARMLESS REMEDY. 

J. K. writes: “I have been consti- 
pated, but find that eating five or six 
licorice drops after each meal brings 
relief. Would you advise the use of 
licorice to that extent? Have also been 
told that flaxseed mixed with ordinary 
breakfast food is also beneficial.

Convention Is Organized; 
Committee at Work. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 
Springfield, Ill., Jan. 6—[Special.}]— 
The constitutional convention, which 


organized harmoniously and unani- 
“mously today in the house chamber of 
the capitol. 

. Political machine methods of trim. 
ming and trading were lacking, no 
clique or faction was in control, and 
the feeling among delegates. gave a 
promising atmosphere for the start on 
the job, waich THe TRIBUNE has been 
urging for eight years. The consensus 
among the members is for a brief, con- 
structive, and safe constitution, with- 
out legislative details and isms. Gov. 
Lowden thought that the start was 
most auspicious and highly favorable. 


Woodward Made President. 
Charles E. Woodward of Ottawa was 
elected president without dissenting 
voice. Frank Quinn of Peoria, a Demo- 
erat, deprecated the fact that the Re- 
publicans thought it necessary to have 
a “caucus ” in advance, and added that 
he voted for Woodward because of. his 


safely and wisely exercised by the gov- 
ernment. 

“ While it is true that our state con- 
stitutions have proceeded upon a dif- 
ferent principle, they have never 
granted all the powers they possess to 
any government of their creation. They 
have limited the exercise of the power 
granted, the people still being the. res- 
ervoir of the great part of the sov- 
ereign powers, which they originally 
possessed 


_ Importance of Task. 

“You are not limited by any pro- 
vision in any constitution beyond those 
powers which the state has granted to 
the federal] government. You here rep- 
resent, subject to ratification by the 
people, all the sovereign power which 
the people themselves possess. 

“Those here today represent, sub- 
ject only to ratification by the people, 
all the sovereign power of more than 
6,000,000 men, women, and children, 
and therefore it is the most important 
meeting having to do with the govern- 
ment which has been held in our state 
for half a century, 

“No convention has ever gathered 
under more auspicious circumstances 
than this convention. I hope that the 
work of this convention, which may de- 
termine the form of our government 
and upon which may depend the se- 
curity of our lives and our liberty for 
another century, shall realize the high 
promise with which it opens.” 

Committee Quickly at Work. 

The committee on rules and procedure 
had its initial session in the speaker's 
room of the capitol tonight and an- 
nounced at its conclusion that it ex- 
pected to have its program ready by 
Thursday or Friday. Tomorrow the 
committee will have three sessions 
and continue at that rate here until 
a plan has been finished. 

Much of the first session was devoted 
to a committee on 
phraseology which will compare and 
revise the text of a constitutional pro- 
vision after it has been decided upon. 
A suborganization of this kind has been 
used by many constitutional conven-
